He recommend- 
ed that the market be permitted 
to continue operations as at present 
and that the associatign apply to 
the Board of Aldermen, which 
meets in special session next 
month, to create a public market 
on South Broadway by city ordi- 
nance.

When Athol J. Michener checks 
out as Postmaster Sept. 30, leaving 
the postal service after 44 years, 
he will take with him many plea- 
sant memories and few regrets. 
As a towheaded substitute car- 
rier, in 1889, Michener decided that 
it a postal employe’s business 
to get along with people. He did 
not forget this as he advanced in 
the service. He believes that this 
rule, and a certain thoroughness in 
learning about every part of the 
postal business, erlébled him to 
reach the position of postmaster, 
which he has held for the last six 
and one-half years, and. which he 
has enjoyed because it has enabled 
him to meet more people, and to 
indulge. his hobby of airplane travel. 
: Be still thinks his luck in ob- 
taining appointment as postmaster 
in 1927 wholly on his record in the 
service and without political 
claims was extraordinary. He has 
not encouraged his subordinates to 
think they might have such ex- 
treme good fortune. But now that 
President Roosevelt has proposed 
that the larger postoffices be placed 
under civil service rules, he thinks 
there may soon be a chance for 
other carriers and clerks to reach 
the top. 

Michener is a Republican, but he 
pfides himself on having given no 
heed to party politics in the exect- 
tive positions he has held in the 
postoffice. It just happened that, 
with his lifelong facility at getting 
along with people, the one person 
he could not get along with was 
the Democratic postmaster of the 
Wilson period. Things got to the 
poirt where either the Postmaster 
or Station Superintendent Michener, 
as he then was, had to go. Miche- 
ner ‘got a transfer to the Atlanta 
(Ga.) office and served there ‘until 
St. Louis had another postmaster. 
Except for that four years’ ab- 
sence, Michener has lived here all 
his life. He was born at Eighth 
and Morgan streets, left school at 
13, and worked for a shoe com- 
pany before getting on the substi- 
tute carrier list in August, 1889. 
He was made a regular carrier in 
1890, and married on his salary of 
$50 a month, of which $11 went for 
rent. ‘And we saved money,” the 
Postmaster adds. 

“The carrier's life was not so dif- 
ferent then,” he said, “though pos- 
tal service as a whole was much 
narrower than now, with no parcel 
post and no air mail. There were 
250 to 300 carriers in the St. Louis 
office then, where ther are now 
757, and there were four branch 
stations, there are now 41 in the 
city and cougty. Appointments to 
the service were by civil service 
examinations, which were 
the same as now. 

“It was then the carriers’ duty 
to collect the night deposit of mall 
in the boxes, on their way to work, 
and we had to get up about 5 a. m. 
to make these collections and get 
to the office at Eighth and Olive 
with them,

Regulation of Sales. 

Such sales shall be mace at -a 
price which the secretary shall de- 
termine to be equal to the best 
price obtainable in the free gold 
markets of the world after taking 
into consideration any incidental 
expenses such as shipping costs and 
insurances.

WARNS LABOR OF 


FEDERAL CONTROL 


Socialist Leader Says There 
Is Danger NRA Will Re- 
duce Unions to Absolute 
Subjection.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Norm 
Thomas told the National Recovery 
Administration yesterday there 
were “dangers of Fascism” in re- 
ducing labor unions “to absolute 
subjection to the Government.” 
Replying to an invitation of Gro- 
ver A. Whalen, recovery adminis- 
trator‘in New York City, to lend 
the aid of the Socialist party in 
the campaign to sign NRA consum- 
ers’ pledges, Thomas urged: Whalen 
to refute “yoyr public and as yet 
uncontradicted rtatement that for 
the workers to picket an establish- 


‘ment which has signed the code 


constitutes a criminal offense which 
would lead to arrest.” 

Ske. persons, reputedly Commun- 

ists, were arrested in Brooklyn yes- 
terday for such picketing. 
Pointing out that Whalen’s ob- 
jection “was primarily to. Commun- 
ist picketing,” the Socialist candi- 
date for President in 1928 and 1932 
declared: ie 
“There is no better way con- 
ceivable of proving the extreme 
Communist case against the NRA 
than to act as if the NRA was al- 
ready an agency of Hitler’s or Mus- 
solini’s state where labor unions 
have been reduced to absolute -sub- 
jection to the Government. There 
are enough dangers of Fascism in 
America without emulating Hitler 
or Mussolini at this point.- 
“So far it has been much to the 
credit of the administration, of 
which you (Whalen) are an impor- 
tant part, that it has tried to avoid 
this particular type of coercion 
which is implied in arresting men 
who picket NRA shops. Especially 
is this true of shops in which 
Communist unions have not been 
consulted as to the nature of the 
codes which they are asked to ac- 
cept.” 

Thomas wrote further that “as- 
suming that in“ your mind, Com- 
munism is the enemy—and I want 
to reiterate that under true Ameri- 
can standards Communist workers 
have a right to organize and agitate 
—it wiH be an utter impossibility 
to confine the operation of the 
principle you have laid down to 
Communists.”

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Suggests River Front As Site for Pro- 
posed St. Louis Fair. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR timely editorial proposing that 
Y a world’s fair be held in St. Louis, 
10 years hence, in which aviation would 
be the pe vem feature, suggested the 
idea that the area south of Eads Bridge 
and east of Fourth street be used as the 
site for the fair. By so doing, the scheme 
of the river front improvements could 
be co-ordinated with the plans of the 
fair.. Various changes in terrain required 
for this improvement could form an 
admirable setting for the various build- 
ings required, and would remain a per- 
manent asset to the City of St. Louis. 
The expense of preparing the fair site 
would in this case be saved. 

The new system of boulevards leading 
to all parts of the city would terminate 
in a monumental plaza, east of Fourth 
street, which would form the principal 
entrance to the fair. There could be 
adequate termini for bus lines, suburban 
lines and trains, and parking facilities 
for numberless automobiles. The prox- 
imity of the site to the retail and whole- 
sale districts of the city would greatly 
enhance the property values and would 
restore Fourth street and Broadway to 
prominence. 

The fact that this site would be on the 
river front would be advantageous for 
the maneuvers of seaplanes and regattas 
of all kinds, and excursions on the Mis- 
sissippi River could be featured. Auto- 
gyro communication with the existing 
landing field could be arranged. 

From an architectural standpoint, the 
possibilities are unlimited, both from the 
standpoint of the fair and the future per- 
manent embellishments of the city.

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FLYING UPSIDE DOWN. 

To Italy’s galaxy of all-star performances—Balbo’s 
flight, Carnera’s championship and the liner Rex’s 
Atlantic record—Lieut. Tito Falconi has added a spec- 
tacular blue ribbon, though his achievement is in 
the stunt category. By flying upside down from St. 
Louis to Joliet, Ill, keeping himself and plane in- 
verted for three hours, six minutes and 89 seconds, 
Lieut. Falconi regained from an American what, in 
aviation circles, is equivalent to the flagpole-sitting 
or doughnut-dunking championship. That appraisal 
would be next to tréason in Italy, however, since in- 
verted flying is part of the training given that coun- 
try’s air force, for its alleged value in war tactics and 
flying emergencies.

NRA Passes a Crisis 


Progress of the last week in drafting codes for five big industries leads writer to say 
that NRA has passed a great crisis; Roosevelt's leadership is more plainly asserted 
in educating business to new social conception and winning real co-operation; lum- 
ber and oil agreements, including price control plans, may set business precedents. 


From the Business Week. 


NOTABLE new code was written for 
A the lumber industry, a workable com- 

promise was put into actual form for 
the steel industry, petroleum got a code that 
satisfied none, but was acceptable to nearly 
all, coal saw its ancient problems classified 
and dominated after 50 years, the automo- 
bile manufacturers found themselves with 
a blue eagle for their industry (save al- 
ways the individualistic Mr. Ford), the re- 
tail stores moved deliberately into the front 
line with the other great codes—all in one 
crowded seven days. A great crisis of the 
recovery plan has been passed.. Such is the 
record on the surface. How was it ac- 
complished and what does it mean? 

First, it means that President Roosevelt 
has “taken leadership” once more. His in- 
fluence has beén paramount and obvious. 
Second, it means that the much-pilloried 
“planiess planners” of NRA have produced 
in the lumber code a model “constitution 
of industry,” perhaps a landmark in history. 
Third, it means that NRA and Mr. Roose- 
velt have accepted to a far-reaching degree 
the responsibility of detailed administration 
of at least one great industry (petroleum). 
Fourth, that the long arm of NRA has 
reached boldly into the field of local busi- 
ness, and that it will not withdraw there- 
from. Fifth, that price-fixing has been 
touched, caressed, taken to NRA’s bosom, 

Nights and days of conference and com- 
promise went into the solutions that were 
reached in the hectic week. Whatever were 
outward appearances, the problems faced 
were primarily of labor and labor’s control. 
The battle was to give as much as could be 
given, to meet new conditions of industry and 
of living and the new philosophy of eco- 
nomics of the New Deal, and still to main- 
tain control of industry's ancient rights. 

Stories of firm and undecorated words of 
the President, and of Gen. Johnson, float 
about Washington; many of them unques- 
tionably are true.

Cuban Chaos. 


HE real work of Cuban recon- 

struction is just beginning, and 

it is causing a lot of worry to 
State Department officials. 

The trouble briefly is this: The 
new Cespedes Gcvernment is ex- 
pected to work miracles. The peo- 
ple of Cuba want all the wrongs of 
Machado undone overnight. But— 
Machado left the island with no 
money in the Treasury, a floating 
debt of nearly $50,000,000, no pay for 
school teachers, army and police, 
and terrifically high taxes. 

In addition to this, Cuba’s long 
term debt to New York bankers is 
as great, if not greater per capita 
than that of any other Latin Amer- 
ican country. President Cespedes, 
therefore faces the alternatives of

So he turned 
me over to Dr. Alexis F. Hart- 
mann, chief of pediatrics at the 
Children’s Hospital. To be sure, 
this specialist was interested main- 
ly in the physical rather than the 
intellectual development of these 
infants. 

The latest mortality statistics of 
children born prematurely compiled 
by a leading authority from a re- 
cent survey of 35 hospitals, he had 
ready for me when I arrived for 
an interview on the subject. 

Of 2583 children weighing under 
two pounds, four ounces, 92 per 
cent died. Of the same number 
weighing two pounds, four ounces 
to three pounds, five ounces, 75.4 
per cent died, Of those weighing 
three pounds, six ounces to four 
pounds, seven ounces, 42.2 per cent 
died. ‘Of those weighing four 
pounds, eight ounces to five pounds, 
eight ounces, 17.2 per cent died.

St. Louis Maternity Hospital pos- 
sesses a number and variety of 
these complicated machines, but 
they were found to be in storage.

Some of the babies 
take their mother’s milk undiluted 
while others take it diluted with 
rice or barley water from a bottle 
or medicine dropper. 

Now, Dr. Hartman contends that 
premature babies are likely to need 
a heartier ration than their moth- 
ers can give them. Cow’s milk has 
more than twice as much milk pro- 
tein so it is the custom to fortify 
their natural food with cow’s milk 
and even the more concentrated 
casein. A normal baby requires 50 
to 70 calories per pound. A prema- 
ture baby, 70 to 80. A very feeble 
baby may not be able to assimilate 
this ration and may get along on 
30 to 40 calories. 

“Dr. Marriott has made a very 
special study of artificial feeding 
and his conclusions have simpli- 
fied matters for us,” said Dr. 
Hartman. “Where we used to do a 
lot of experimenting to find the 
proper diet for ‘he individual 
child, we now conclude we have 


erred chiefly on the side of not 


feeding the child enough.” 
Forcible feeding by means of a 
soft tube thrust down its throat 
frequently is resorted to in the 
case of a premature infant who 
has not yet learned to swallow 


naturally. 
P ceptivie to rickets, it was said. 
The precaution is taken of 
adding vitamine D to the diet by 
means of cod liver oil or viostrol. 
Babies inclined to rickets also are 
treated by judicious exposure to 
the ultra-violet rays of a quartz or 
carbon arc light. None of the in- 
cubator babies is bathed oftener 
than once in three days and then 
not in water but in olive oil, part- 
jy for its nutritive value. 


Premature babies also are sus- 
ceptible to anemia since the iron 
store normally is laid down in the 
last month before birth. To offset 
this, iron is supplied by adding egg 
yolks to their diet. Another essen- 
tial element, vitamine C, is admin- 
istered by means of tomato or 
orange juice added to their milk. 


The chances of a very wee baby’s 
survival depend ‘not so much upon 
its size as its state of development. 
The complicated evolutionary proc- 
ess through which their tiny bod- 
ies pass to attain organic perfec- 
tion must have been completed. 
Unless their vital organs function 
normally from the first they 
haven’t a chance. 

“In general weight is the best 
evidence of maturity.
